We were able to observe the prints lef t in a boggy area, and we -took some 
photos of them which v;e do not presently have yet,,Mr Waremade seme ex¬

Other residents!cf the imme^ipte locale have encountered the creature, also.

In all this time, altho people have been 
understandably frightened, ro one ha.s yet been hurt. The only thing we found 
unsettling was th 3 d isappearance of pthe dogs in the area. This may or may not 
be important ,p but it n worth noting. 

The other sice effect is that there does seem to be very active UFO moniter- 
ing before if after Big Foot is seen.

The spot light 
has a very strong beam that can be controlled by the on-off switch on the 
handle an' 1 this beam is a bright blug in color an/ can thro a beam of light 
for nearly a mile on land, but when used to CONTACT a passing vehicle of 
UFO type, the beam range is unlimited as the beam becomes a bean of Light 
Frequency Energy an/ this is noted by UFO type craft, p 

The Spot-light usally has a 2f) foot corf and yp U should stay that far away 
from the wheels when you are using it .p For sky-watchingp sleeping bags are 
in prfer, placed on the ground, or i e nted toward the western sky, no other 
lighrfcs other than the spot_light should be activated and thal only when 
needed to communicate with a passing UFO by Signal.The beam should bepdir- 
ected right on the UFO, and helt on it,, while flashing on and -three 

times, to get attention, then he will return the Tlashpto YOU.Repea ted p re _ 
cisely as you sent it out.If the UFO shows Its signal lights three times in

this timep turn the spot on and p]_ ace the beam ;just_in front of yourselfp 
and w hen their feet enter the beam of light, switch if off.Now, extend your 
right hand straight up with the fingers extended and together, while held 
at elbow level,He will place his palm over yours,..and they will pass their 
vibes to you and oon nect with yours.
